TO THE" READER: 


Ince it ſhould be the principall end in publiſhing of Bookes,to informe 

the vnder/tanding, direi? the will, and temper the affeions, in this 

ſecond Edition of my Tranſlation, I bane attempted(with what ſuc- 
ceſſe I ſubmit to the Reader) to collett ont of ſwndrie Authors the Philo- 
ſophicall ſenſe of theſe fables of Ouid ; if J may call them bis, when moſt 
of them are more antient then any extant Author, or perhaps then Letters 
zhemſelues; before which, as they expreſſed their Conceptions im Hicrogly- | 
phickes, ſo did they their Philoſophie and Diuinitie 'Dnder Fables and Pa- 
nables : a way not un-trod by the ſacred Pen-men; as by the prudent Law- 
giuers, in their reducing of the old World to cinilitie, leauing bebind 4. 
deeper impreſion, then can be made by the liuzteſſe precepts of Philoſophie. 
Plato in his maginarie Commonwealth ordainethgthat Mathers and Nur- 
ſes ſhoul1 ſeaſon the tender minds of their children with theſe inſtruftiue 
fables, wherein the wiſdome of the Antient was inuolued ; Some_ Þnder 
Allegories expreſsing the wonderfull workes of nature;Some adminiſtring 
comfort m calamitis; others expelling the rerrors and (perturbations of the . 
mind ; Someinflaming bynoble examples with an honeſt emulation, and 
leading ,as it weregby the band to theT emple of Honout nd Verruc. For 
the Poet not onely renders things a1 they are ; but what are'not, as if they 
were, or rather a4 they ſhould bee ; agreeable to the high pfeiiwnc of the,

reieft it as too difficalt , nor the learned as t90 obuious, _. | 

To the Tranſlation I bane ginen what perfeftion my Pen could beſtow z 
by poliſhing, altering, or reſtoring, the harſh, improper, or miſtaken,with a 
nicer exattneſſe then perhaps iu required in ſo long a labour, 1 haue alſo 
added Marginall notes fer illuſtration and eaſe of the meere Fngl1ſh Rea- 
der, fince diners plates in our Author are otherwiſe impoſsible to be pnder- 
ſtood but by thoſe who are well verſed in the ancient Poets and Hiſtorians, 
Wwithall to auoid the confuſion of names which are g1uen td one Perſon, deri- 
wed from bis Anceſtors , Country , Quality, or Achieuements. T he head: 
of the ſtories ſet in capitall letters in the Maxgent of the Tranſ[ation are 
the ſame with thoſe inthe margent of the Commentary : bywhich you may 
readily find the Mythologie peculiar Þnto enery Fable. 

And for thy farther delight I haue contrafted the ſubſtance of emery 
/Booke into as many Figures (by the hand of a rare Workman, and at rare « 
ly performed, if our mdgments may be led by theirs,who are Mailers amons 
Vs in that Faculty) fince there 1s betweene Poetry and Pifture ſo great a 
congrwine ; the one called by Sirmonides a ſpeaking Pifture, and the 
other a filem Poefie ; Both Danghters of the Imagination , b:th 
buſied in the imitation of Nature , or tranſcending it for the better 
with equall liberty : the one being borne m the beginning of the 
World; and the other ſoone after , as appeares by the Hieroglyphicall 
Figures on the Egyptian Obelifques, which were long before the inuention 
of Letters : the one feaſting the Egre,, andthe other the Eye, the nobleſt 
of the ſences, by which the Vnderflanding is onely informed , and the mind 
(axerely delighted : and as the rareſt peeces in Poexs are the deſcriptions of 
Pittures, ſo the Painter expreſſeth the Poet with equall Felicitte ; repre-

parts abounded withmcy, as they with flagitions offences. For multitudes of peo- 
ple procure a ſcarcity of all things, and neceſſity makes men more crafty diſhoneſt, 
and irregular. For theſecrimes,in thoſe times (as our Poet here intimates) there

For lone « truely lone no longer then it 
increaſeth: a deadly ſymptome 3s his ſtanding at a flay; and his firſt declination, 
a downefall. He ts ſaid to be armed with fire, in that he inflamcs the heart with ar- 
dent deſires: and af fire is of all elements the moſt noble and aftine, enen ſo is loue 
of all the affettions:to haue wings in regard of the inconſtancy of loue, or of hs

Dale ; to ſhew'how jhee dwells in baſe and abieft Spirits, but never inthe high (> 
heroicall. This her habitation is repleat with wunattine cold, and a groſſe humidity. 
For ſuch, as Phyſitians obſerue,ts the blood of the Envious ; the cauſe of that pale- 
neſſe and macilency in therr lookes and conſtitutions. 1t 15 not lawful for Pallas to 
enter her Cane, that is, for Virtue to commixe with Envy- although Envy bee al- 
waies 4 follower of Virtue. Shee forceth her doore with her Lance , nor intreats 
but commahds her ; as a waſſall , and the executioner of the Divine vengeance. 
Envy is here ſaid to purſue her with a wickedeye, for it was the opinion of moſt of 
the Ancient that the eyes of the envious doe not ſeldome faſcinate,by emitting ma- 
lienant and virulent ſpirits, which infett the ſprrits of another \, of ercateſt force 
when the caſt of the eye 15 oblique,as formerly inſinuated by our #95 then 
moſt a” gt when they glanceat ſuch as are full of 1oy,and inthe height of thiir 
glory; whoſe ſpirits come forth into the outward parts,and receaue the percuſſion at 
a neerer diſtance: in ſo much as it hath beene obſerved,that they ,when the triumphs 
were ended, haue beene ill diſpoſed for many dates after. But the nature of Envy, 
her forme , and effe(ts are here ſo _ to the life,as nothing can be added to hey 
charadFtr. Aglauros infetted with this poyſon,proues ingratefull both to the God 
and her ſiſter the vnſeparable ſymptome of that _- ; and afflicts her ſelfe by 
compariſon: who interpoſing what her ſelfe diſpaired of,is turned into 4 ſpeckled 
ſtone ; the qe free the ſtaines of her minde , and the other her impudence, 
And it is a ſad truth,that the aduancement of a ſiſter or a brother aboue one another 
either in loue or fortune ,is more envied then a ftrangers, and often produces 


cruel genes if rivals. Cardinal Mo: d' Eſte,pull'd out the ya of

his brother Tulio,becauſe their ſweetneſſe pleaſed too much the eyes of his Miſtreſſe: 
and how ſiſters haue made one another away vpon the like occaſuon , ts equent in 
ſtory. Now perhaps the body of Aglauros found ſtiffe with death,and freckled with 
poyſon,wherewith ſhe deſperatly ended her tormenting envy, might gine invention 
to this fable of her transformation. Apelles,the rf that preſented paſſions in pi- 
Aure,which ſince s growne to ſo great perfettion, expreſſedin this manner thoſe 
concomitant vices. Ona widened ſate a man with the eares of an Aſſe , who beck. 
ned to approaching Calumnie: beſides him two attending hagges, Suſpicion , aud S 
Ignorance. T he figure of Calumnie ſeemed full of haſt;and although neatly trickt, Re 
yet with ſuch a looke and geſture as expreſſed the wrath and rancor of her boſome:; 
In her left hand ſhe held a flaming fire-brand , and haled ayouth with theright by 
the haire, lifting vp his hands wnto heaven,and calling, as it were, on the Gods to 
beare witneſſe of his innocency. Before, her vſher Envy, of an vgly feature > pale 
complexion; ey of fight ,and ſo meagre, as if worne to the bone with along con- 
ſumption: behind her waited Deccit and T reachery. Then followed Repenrance 
in mourning attire,looking over her ſhoulder with an aſhamed aſpetF, andeyes full 
of teares,0n revealed Truth,the concluſjon of the worke,whic h repreſented his fore-

Who 
for {ch prankes as theſe is thus rayled at by Momus , the —_— of the Gods - 
Thou,o 1upiter,art the originall cauſe of ofir vices, and of the adulterating of 
our Senate,with ſuch a multitude of Baſtards: while thou forſakeſt thy heau-n, 
arid ina borrowed ſhape committeſt with mortals. Inſomuch as weenot a little 
feare that when thou arta Bull oneor other will facrifice thee : or when +g01- 
den ſhowre,that ſome Gold-ſmith ſhould melrthee, & for our 1#prter returnt 
vsan Earc-ring ora Bracelet. But to {2.76% the hiſtory fromthe fable. The Cre- 
tans in revenge of the rape of To , ſtolne before from Greece by the Phoenicians, 
ſailed to Phoenicia,who ſurpriſing Europa, the daughter of Agenor,at Sarepta,a 
Village betweene Sydon and T yrus,bore her away with them : and becauſe the fi. 
gure of a Bull was car ued on the prow of the ſhip(or as others report in that Taurus 
of Gnoſſus was their Captaine) it was fained that lupiter ftole her away in that 
likeneſſe: the Sydonians ſtamping the ſame on their Coine,either in flattery ta 
their King,or to comfort him. By lupiter ſhe had Minos, Radamanthus,and Sar- 
don,according to He 


ia the daughter of Bellerophon. Of her name 'our part of 
uropa. By this it appeares that Tupiter was a mortall man, 
and none of the chaſteſt though eminent zn other vertues: with' all exceeding am. 
bitious,and affetting divine honours. For whereſoever he extended his conqueſts, 
or congratted friendſhip with Princes, he commanded Temples to bee built by the 
one,and per ſwaded the other to erett them in memoriall of their amity, which, car- 
ried his name,& wherein,either out of obſervance or affettion,they felebrated his 
memory with yearely ſolemnities. It is recorded that for many yeares hee raigned 
in Olympus : to whom from all parts they reſorted for inſtice , being renow- 
ned for his equitie, and communicated ſuch new inventions of theirs as were bene- 
 reficiall to the life of man,which he had the honour to publiſh. And becauſe theword 
Olympus zs ambiguous ,being a name of Heaven as well as of that Mount aine ; it 
was fained by the Poets that he had the command of the -celeſtiall 5 raj Soin

tall cauſes, whoſe events axe ſo called. And probable it 5,48 that' vines were firſ 
planted in the Eaſt, that Cadmus inſtrutted the Grecians in that knowledge: 
wherefore Bacchus, becauſe wine was held to be the gift of God, was ſaid to be 
the ſonne of Tupiter and Semele; which « the divine wor ſhip. As for Semele per. - 
haps her aſpiring to the divine honours of luno, whom S. Auguſtine -ſuppoſeth to 
beAſhtorcth the Goddeſſe of the Sidonians,@Baal or Bell Jupiter, who was Belus 
Grandfather to Agenor; and ſome fatall accident wpop her pride by lightning, 
might giue 4 ground to this fable. And why might wot ſhe affect 4 deity as well 4 
her great Grandmother: "IG 4 
But as Bacchus phyſically « taken for « wine, ſo is Semaele for the Earth; and 
. therefore called her ſon. Tupiter his father, tu that wine hath init 4 naturall heat, 
. nor ripens but in countries that are hot, or moderately marme. He # ſaid to betaken 
a from the aſhes of his mother, in that aſhes exceedingly inrich the ſoyle, and make i 
bring forth Grapes in abundance: to be fewed in louesthigh, becauſe the wine de- 
 lightethin heat, norwill fruttifie, or line without it, and laſtly to be borne twice, 
| ence out of the earth, and then from the thigh of the tredder; ſince it & not wint 
before the grapes be trodden, for ſo they' anciently preſt them. The Nymphs wt 
here ſaid to hane nurſft him: becauſe the vine,the woyſteſt of all plants, us beſt nov- 
' riſhed by moyſture: and morally to informe vs, that the malignity of wine fa 
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be allayed with water. So of old they qualified the fury of Bacchus with the ſober 
Nymphs,as now the more temperate ape in hot Countries. , | 
Reconciled Tupiter & Tuno now higthen their delights with fall bales of Ne- 
ar. The drinke of the Gods, importing a privation of deathgand th:refore pow. 
re4 out by Hebe, the Goddeſſe of eternall youth. In their cups they talk wantonty, 
[upiter world haxethe pleaſure of women to exceede , and Tuno of men. Tirehas 
is mad: their indge, who had tryed both ſexes: his ſentence ts for Jupiter, how men 
had three ounces of the vigour of lone, but that women had nine. uno deprines 
him of his (ight, which Tupiter ſupplies with the gift of propheſy. This Tireſias 
was the ſoune of Vdzus, one of the fixe Captarnes which ſurvived that unnats. 
rill warre, and aſiiſted Cadmus in the building of his Citty. Women, if we gine 
credit to hiſtories either ancient vr moderne, (whereof wee ſhall treat in the tranſ: 
formation of Tphis ) haue-oft en beene changed inta men;þut nener mn into womas. 
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We therefore muſt fly to the allegory;not ſel dome among. the Grecians as ſtrange, 


as their fables ſtupendions. They allude Tireſias to the alternat ns of the

. .mortalitie, nor tax him with his railing and drunkennefle: you all ſee how ſoft 
. and effeminate in his: pleaſures; halfemad, and ſmelling early of wine: who 
hath brought amongſt vs his whole fraternity,and. declared them Gods : Pan, 
$:lenis,andthe Satyres;a rable of ruſticks and Goat-heards,addicted to dances 
and gambols; and of (hape as monſtrous as their manners. One of theſe hath 
hornes on his fore-head,and nouriſheth a filthy long beard, his lower parts like 
a Goat;zand all overnot differing much from a beaſt. Another, 01d, bald , and 
flat noſed like an Ape forthe moſt part riding on an Afſe, who by-birth is a 
Lydian. Withthole the prick-ear'd Satyres, bald alſo , and horned like late- 
« falne kidds, originally Phrygians. All oftheſe haue ſcemly long tailes. Y ou 
ſeewith what Gods we are furniſht with by rhis Gallant. I omit to ſpeak ofthe 
brace of women which he hath brought vs :the one his ſweet-heart Ariadre, 
whoſe Crowne is by. him made a Conſtellation. The other daughter to 1cari- 
vs the husband-man: and what,6 you Gods,is of all moſt ridiculous , £r:goxe 
hath brought her dog with her; leaſt ſhe ſhould beſad, and want her old com- 
panion in heaven, _ PEER 
Bat now tobe ſerious. Noah was he who immediatly after the flood firſt =_ 
ted a vineyard,and ſhewed the vſe of wine vnte men. Therefore =_ write that of 
Noachus he was tailed Boachus,andafter Bacchus, by the Ethmcks , either by 
contrattion,or ignorance of the Etymologie. The ignorance likewiſe of the tryth 
* hath begotten ſo many fables and dllegorits: he being neither the Lybian, Egyp- 
tian,zor Theban Bacchus,but the ancient Nyſzan ; who flouriſhed long before 
lupiter Hammon;or the Cretan Iupiter,.the ſuppoſed fathers of the other. ' Poſte. 
rity divers waies celebrated this bounty of Noah, and therefore called him by ſun. 
dry names,as Bacchus, Vinifer, aud Oenotrius ;whereof Italy was after named 
Ocnotria,of the excellent wines which that ſoyle produced. | 
Now Pentheus ſtrives to exaſperate the Thebans again#t Bacchus: Hee puts 
them in minde of their original, their ancient religion , and what a ſhame toſub- 


mit to aneffeminate boy ſupported by franticke women and drunkards : ſhewing 


' hom eaffly reſiſted by theexample of Acrifius. This Acrifius was king of Argos, 
| the ſonne of Abas, and father of Danaez who in that hee would not admit of his 
Rites,is ſaid 10 haue chaſed him out of his kingdome. Pentheus ſends his guard to 
apprehend him : thty wounded, returne with one of his Prieſts, who tels the mira- 
cles of the ſhip ſticking Jaf in the midſt of the deepe, and periur d ſailers conver. 
ted into Dolphins. Tet the firſt is —_ dby bp fete uccording to Pliny, 
by a little fiſh; and therefore called by the Romans Remara : which ſince ſo incre- 
aible, I will relate it in the words of the Author. This fiſh frequenteth the rocks; 
and is ſuppoſed by Ariftotle to haue many feer,in regard of rhe multitude of her 
tinnes.. Although the windes blow violently.,and the tempefts raue; yer com- 
; mands ſheetheir fury,and ſo curbs their power., that the ſhippe continues im-

vantage the Ceſzarians fell on with the greater violence, Andinour memory 

Calizula was ſo checkt inhis rerurne from Aſturaro Antim. Nor long cont- 

; nned their admiration, hauing forthwith diſcouered the caule :for certaine per- 

F ceaning his Gally, which had fiue men to every oare,to be only detained of all 
thereſt of the navy, leapt preſently into the ſea ; and ſearching abour the kecle . 
ofthe veſſell,found this lirrle fiſh faſt cleauing ro the rudder. This ſhownero 
the Empero1 ,with indignation he beheld what could ſtop his courſe, and reliſt 
thoſe oares which wereſtrercht by the ſtrength of fourc hundred ſea-men: re. 

' Nnuing his wonder to ſee it looſe that virtue within, which ithad whenir cleau'd 
tothe ount-ſideof the veſſe}.. Thoſe who then, and after, beheldir, reſembled 
the ſame to a Snaile, but noca linlegreater. The like power hee attributes to the 
Purple fiſh, anaexing, thu ſtory out of Titianus: Periander diſpatching a mandate 
for Gnzdos,to caſtrate all their boyes which were nobly deſcended , the ſhippe 
was ſo long mored inthemidfſt of the fea by this ſhell-fiſh, vntill another arri. 
ved (the Prince reperiting himofhis crueltie) with a countermand. Wheretore 
the Gnidzarsto pe tre the memory thereof, did conſecrate that fiſh to their 
Venus. But theſtſtrange effetts which perhaps depend onno natural! cauſes , may 
rather proceed from the power of the Divell. I hawe heard of ſea-faring men, and 
ſome of that Citty., how a. Quartcr-maſter in aBriſto| ay , thentrading in the - 
Streights, going downe into the Hold,ſaw a ſort of women, his knowneneighbours, 
making merry together and taking + — *—— evans : who hauing eſþied him, & 

' threatning that he fhould repent their/ diſcovery ,vaniſhed ſuddenly out of ſight, 
who — wes lameever after. The ſhip haning made her voyage, now home- 
ward bound,and neere her harbour, ſtuckfaſt in the deepe Sea (as thu of the Tyr- 
rhenians) before a freſh _ their no ſmall amaztment : nor. for all they could 
doetogether with the helpe that came from the ſhoare,could they get her looſe, vn. 
till one (as Cymothoe the Trojan ſhips) ſhou'd her off with his ſhoulder. ( per- 

x haps one of thoſe whom they vulgarly call Wiſe-men , who doe good a bad way , and 
=] 4 wvndoe the inchantments of others) At their arivall the Puarter-maſter accuſed 
theſe women : who were aratgned , and convidted by their owne confeſiions , for 
which fiue and twenty were executed. But to proceed withthe fable. Theſe Tyr- 
rhenians for thetr pyracies and power at Sea,and for that they had tranſported 45. 
vers Colonies toſundry parts of theworld,were ſurnamed\ Dolphins : whereupon 
this fable was bythe Greekes deviſed; and withallts deterre from rapine and per- 
iury, which ſeldome eſcapes the divine vengeance. The fantaſticall reſemblances 
of Lynxes, Tygres, and Panthers, are the terrors of conſeence , which drine the 
| guilty 10 aiſparre and ruine. They alſo are ſaid to haue been turned imo Dolphins, 
ecauſe thoſe fiſhes ſeeme naturally to; dffett the ſocietie of men; following of 

Jhippes , and ſporting about them , as they ſayle along + nay many , if, wee 
may gine credit to credible Authors", haue beene carried on their backes to - 
4rie land ; and therefore the ancient preſented ſafety by abridled Dolphin.

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So Tine they warmine of in(uing tempeſts and adviſe the mariners, ax it were, to 
and to thei warrheg js OG ſailes. or which concurres with our 
Porpus, out of denbt the true Dolphin: wherein I am not only confirmed by the as- 
thortty of Scaliger« . For thoſe that are called Dolphins by our Eaſt and Weſt Indt- 
an Sea-men (who likely gineknowne names to things which they know not) ave ji.. 
ſhes, whereof I hauc ſcene many, which glitter inthe water with all- variety of ad- 
mirable colours, and are hardly ſo bigge as our Salmon-tronts:too little by farre to 
bearethoſe burthens wherewith almoſt all ancitnt authors ae charge thers: beſides 
noxe of theſe were eyer ſeene in the Mediterranian ſea, the ſcene of thoſe ſtories.

4 God, indeteftation of Atheiſme, doth reward the devout, though in a falſe re- 
ligion, with temporal blefings as here Acres advanced from a poore fiſher- 
man to the poiitificall dignity : who now caſt in priſon and reſerved for torments, 
the ſhackles fall from his leggs, and the doores vnlockt themſelues to afford a way 
10 his ſafety . This the-more incenſeth our violent Pentheus, There ts no creature [0 
immane and rabid, but anger addes to hu naturall fierceneſſe. Other affeftions haue 
_ their apparant ſymptoms but that of anger is eminent, whoſe fire inflams thelooks 
axd ſparkles in the eye balls: progeeding from the ſending forth of the ſpirits in 4 
revengefull appetite: Good counſel converts into bad when _—_y Sinn, {e 
the diſſwaſrons of Cadmus and Athamas —_ his fury: who to chaſtice his 
kinſman, ma as much out of envy as zeale,aſcendeth Cirhzron.

For 
almoſt all arts and ſciences had from them their originall; who had belides more 
.. 1wpreſcions of antiquity then any other nation, as appeareth by their Dinaſtets, 
|[tretching beyond the generall deluge: who of firme that their firſt Kings lined 
twelue hundred yeares, and the latter but three hundred, comming neere the ages 
of man both before and after. But what Tradition delivers obſcurely and lamely, 
is in the ſcripture entire and to Agaue fulfills the prophecy of Tireſi? 
inthe ſlaughter of her ſon : who diſtratted with the fury of Bacchus, together with 
her ſiſters "ppoſing hima Bore,tranſfix him with their 1aulings, torne forthwith

Conſonant to the truth was that opinion of the Poets, how virtue and vice in. ang- 
ther world had their rewards and puriiſhments : although erroniows in the diſtin- 
ton of the latter , that ſome were temporary, andothers eternall. From whence 
ſpring their fictions of the infernall rivers , and abyſſe of Tartarus.. Acheron(ac-

Laſtly the Belides,ſs called of their grandfather Belus , for killing their _ 
germans and huchands the firſt night they lay with them,by the inſtigation of their 
| father Danaus,are here made for ever to powre water into 4 _ full of holes- 

to ſhew that the obedience to our parents will not excuſe Vs , when they command 
wniuſt things. Theſe ſiſters are _ to the life of man,and vanity of all ha.

But alltheſe forementioned puniſhments are allegorically referred to the pertur- 
bations of the minde. As the V ulture _ on Tityus liver to the cares of 
lone (ſince loue proceeds from the Liver , whoſe expenſe is daily repaired) or irre. 
concilable hatred. The famine of Tantalus to Covetouſneſſe,which ſtarnes it ſelfe 
inthe midſt of plenty ,and may envy more happy Poverty. Ixions wheele,ts the de. 
| ſperate nate of perpetrated crimes,which circularly purſue,and off the 

guilty. Siſyphus flone,to ſtill-royling and miſerable Ambition : and the leaking 
vrne of the Belides,tothe inexpliable deſires of the ſaule. And although Lucreti- 
us,4 Pagan , and of the ſet of Epicurus, held,as the Sadduces among the Iewes, 
that the ſoule of man was annibilaed by death together withhis body: yet may we 
recite his verſes,as conducing to the interpretation of theſe fables.

Minerua being called Gorgon by the Cyreriians;s name agreeing with her warlike 

diſpoſition. But Phoxcus dycd before he could inſhrineit in her temple: who left 
three daughters behind him, Sthoelio,Euriale,oud Meduſa. They vowing virgs- 

nity, liu'd a patt in thoſe ſtverall 1lands, and equally - ſhared his ſubſtance': yet

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would not drvide the Gorgon ſtatue, nor dedicate it as intended; bat kept it by 
 twrnes as apublique treaſure. They had among them atruſty ſervant, vigilant in 
all their affaires, as their common eyeand (0 called him.

., * wpon fl, coats witha well appointed fleete (For Piracy in ancient times, as wee 
 readinThucidides, was held no reproach but aglory )and taking this Gorgon for 
a wealthy Queene,yet of ſmall reſiſtance,intendedan invaſion: bs better informe4 
that nothing there was of vallue but that goldes: ſtatue, plyedtoo aud fro betweene 
Cyrene and Sardinia, till at length he intercepted this ſervant their eye: nor would 
ranſome him to the ſiſters, now met together, vnleſſe they would ſhew him. thi 
ſtatue: inthe meane while landing, by the inforced information of the priſoner hee 
ſurpized them, and threatned to kill who ſoecer refuſed. Meduſa refuſing , was 
/laine:but revealedby Stherelio andEuriale,he reſtored their ſervant .Then break- 
ine the Image, anddiſperſing the peeces in ſeuerall bottoms, he kept the headintir: 
in his owne, and calledit Gorgon. Rowing about ,andevery where extorting mony, 
withthe death of thoſe who reſiſted, at length he arrined at this Ile of Scriphus, 
where hegw as ſtrongly repulſt at the fir ſt aſſawlt by the inhabitants: but entring at 
the ſecond, and finding none inthe ritty (for the CittiFens were ſecretly fled ) he 
Calee ſaid that the-men were turned into ſtones at the ſight of Gorgon: aud 
 *whenothers elſewhere denied contribution; he would threatenthem with the fate 
_ of the Seriphians. Hence ſpryng thoſe former fables of the Graz and Gorgons, 
if wee may beleine Palephatus.

So fained,in that Tripro- - 
lemus was the firſt that invented the y heork of Coyne at Eluſts,a citty neere A. 
thens; receining that skwll from Sicilia, the country of Ceres; whereof called Elu- 
ſina, and there principally honoured. His travell is no other then the propagation 
of that knowledge unto other, nations: as the volumes which he writ of tillage, and 
1 the voluminous Dragons which drew him. Enlcbius reports 
that this Triptolemus was the ſon of Eleuſus king of Eleuſis, who in a great 
dearth ſuſtained his ſubietts out of his owne granaries: which not able to performe 
on the like occaſion, and fearing the fury of the people, he went aboard a long weſ 
ſell which was called the Dragon, and ſhortly after returned with man's; full li- 


. den with corne; wherewith hereliewed their hunger, and taught them the art of

by naval vittories, as by civill arts and a peaceable prunng Deviſed alſo.u« 
Plutarch alleadgeth,by the wiſer Athenians to withdraw the people from their 
ſoly intending of maritim affaires,to the planting and cultivating of their coun: 
try. It is by Baptiſtus Pius reported out of Varro,how intheraigne of Cecrops 
an Olixe tree ſprang wp by the Tower of Athens, and hard _ fountaine of water, 
Conſulting with the Oracle of Apollo concerning this proaigie , hee reglyed,that 
theOline ſignified Pallas,and the fountaine Neprune; who were in ſtrife about the 
naming of ther Citty; which was by the ſuſfrages of the people to bee decided. The 
Athenians therefore put it tothe Balloting : when the men were for Neptune, and 
the women for Minerva; who carried it only by one pebble, Wherevpon incenſed 
Neptune ſurrounded moſt of their territories : (which was, according tothe truth 
of hiſtory,the Deluge of Deucalion: about the time of the Iſraelites delivery from 
the thral dome of the &gyptians) but after appeaſed by thus puniſhing the women. 
T bat they ſhould haxe no voices in publique decrees that their children ſhould not 
carry their names ,nor thiſelues be called Athenians, Which forfeited priviledges, 
their Plato would reſtore in his imaginary Republique. Neptune was more eaſily 
reconciled to Minerva ; both hauing in Athens one Temple, whereinan Altar was 
ereFed to Oblivion. ' |

By ſuch, but an honeſter c_ the Indians 
were induced to releine Columbus . + Greatmen, andlearned, faith Pliny, who 
know more then other in naturall cauſes, feared the extinction of the ſtarres,of 
ſome miſchiefe to befall them in their eclyples. Pindarus and Stefichorus were 
fubieF to ths feare. attributing the fail their lights to the power of witch. 
cuft., Nor is it a wonder, ſaith Vives, that thoſe learned men ſhould beleiue 
that the Moone was drawne downefrom heauen: when a ſor. ofmen, ſince wee

or ſome yearely tribute from Agzus by the requeſt of Exictheus : who berng aided 
by Aſterius, called otherwiſe Tanthus , the father of Minos, in a great and dange. 
rous warre againſt Eumolpius the ſonne of Neptune, thereby obtaining the v1. 


ory ; made Lanthus his heire , or ingaged his countyy in an annuall tribute: for -

* tutheadiacent Ilands: winning ſome to hu party by liberall promiſes , and others 
armes. Cythmos betrayed wnto himby Arne for a reward, and therefore here 
ained td haue beene ew/Jens a Daw : abird that delights in ſtealth , but eſpeci. 

Minos reieted by others at length arriutth at Agina, the 
lingdome of X.acus,and intreats his aſiſtance: who refuſeth in regard of the an- 
cient amity betweene him and the Athenians.

Dogge,they both in an inſtant were converted into marble, that neither might 
be out +un of either. The Oracle of Themis ſignifies good and wholſom advice, (hee

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Ow Cephalus with his auxiliary Aginites ſets ſaile for Arhens, Meane 
while Megara tbeſeiged by Minos:Yidtory flying with doubtfull winges 
betweene either army, declaring thereby the uncertarne event of Battwle, 
Aneiently ſhe was painted with one foote on a globe , to ſhew her mutability - to 
whom the painter Aglaophantes firſt added wings ; becauſe the glory obtained 
pants flyes farr and wide in an inftant: who by her agility remones all barrs and 
impediments. They faine her the daughter of Stix, but eſres by Pallas, that w, of 
Execution diretted by counſel: or of the infernal effects of warr, and diftribution 
of Vittory by the divine appoyntment - and therefore held in the right hand of Tu. 
piter, 4s appeared by divers of her ſtatues . Which ſince, ( ſaith Cicero) of {o 
Ntsvs an» _ | gSreata power as nottobe governed without a God, they gaue to thething it 
SCYLLA ſeltethe name"of a 'Goddefle: adoring the gift for the giner, and honoured by 
ſuperſtitious Antiquity with temples and altars. Nitus, one of the ſons of Pand:- 
on,razgned in Megara : who had on hes head a purple haire, where conſiſted his 
owne, and hs tountries ſafety. So the ſtrengthof Samplon,a vowed Nazarite,con- 
ſiſtedin his long haire : from whence the wearing of locks might proceede; andby 
abuſe thoſe E I-loths, where wnto ſo much was attributed by ſuperſtition. This 
ſtory of Niſus and SCylla may allude to that of Sampſon and Dalilah,whowere in 
a maner contemporary . And perhaps from Sampſons looſing his ſtrength with his 
hare, the inventors of Hieroglyphicks preſented —_— & 4 woman with her 
haire cut ſhort: as among the Grecians in a man it was the baage of Seruitude. In 
this citty of Mcgara,our Poet deſcribes atower with harmonious walls: which is in 
on confirmed p, Pauſanias that country-marr. The Megarians, ſaith he, report, 
how Apollo helpt Alcothows' in the building thereof; and layd his harpe on a 
ſtone, which ſtruck with a pebble,ever renders the fame mutick, ro my no ſmal 
admiration. , Others.ſay that this tower was built like a labyrinth with many hol. 
lowes and windings , the cauſe of ſo ſtrange areverberation . I haue ſeene a ſtone 
within the Egyptian Pyramis, which being ſtruck , would ring, and retaine tht 
ſound as long us a bell; by reaſon of the places and its owne concavity . Scyllathe 
daughter of Niſus., from the top of this tower accuſtomed to behould their daylic 
conflits :and now by continuance knew the per ſonis and names of the Cretan Cap- 
' taines;bnt takes to much notice of Minos, and over-admires his ſeverall graces. 
Loue ſprings from admiration; and from 6 5x ens: praiſes, how ever vnde- 
ſerved. She intendes to oblige him wunto her by betraying her Copntry - and inſtt- 
fies her intention by the inſtice of his cauſe, hu in vincible power , and the bentfii 
they ſhould receaue by being conquered by him . There are no vices that haue 1. 
tbeir appologies.She reieftthreligion,piety, and feare, with this wicked aſſertion:

care and inſtrution. He envying the boyes excellent inventions bf the Saw and the 
Compaſſes;threw him from the top of Minerua's tower in Athens: ſupported by the 
Goddeſſe, and by her converted into a bird of that name and nature. There s no 
envy ſo great and _— , 45 ts betweenc men of the ſame profeſſion. And perhaps it 
s only among / uch: who will violate all obligations to remoue the rivalls of theiy 
praiſes, and thoſe who may in time obſcure them. But Pallas , or admirable Art, 
 * ſuſtaines, and giues them life in their happy indeavours. But to returne to the hy. 
ory. Dedalus for the death of Perdix was baniſhed Athens by the Arcopagites; 
from whence he fled into Creete vnto Minos,who entertained himmwith extraordi- 
aary reſpedt and bounty. For excellent artificers are every where acceptable; ſothat _ 
baniſhment to ſuch is rather apreferment, and not in policy tobe inflicted, Men of

 clinatigatowvalue a youu in any profeſſion, before thoſe of our owne country, 
Such/a rare artificer was Dedalus, who beautified the Earth with Temples and 0. 
they admirable edifices: inſomuch as all delicate ſtruttures were called, as they are at 
thi day, Dedalian. So cunning 4 ſtatuary, that Ariſtotle writes how his ſtatues 
wowld goe by themſelues: and Plato, that they would runne away ,unleſſe they were 
bougd like fugitine ſervants, Which report proceeded from this: that whereas all © 
harues were formerly made in one poſture with their feete. connexed together , hee © 
carved hu to.the linely repreſentation of all variety of geſtures.

Thoſe cannot want much, who defire but « little: nor they ener haue enough, whoſe 
deſires are unbounded . Nether are meanes wanting to the poore to be Pobirable 
when they afford what they haze , and entertaine with alacrity : as Tupiter and 
Mercury, 4di{guized in humane formes, are here at the humble Gong of Phile- 
mon and Baucis, by others enery where excluded whoſe homely and hearty enter. 
tainment ts moſt conceitedly expreſſed by our wittieſt of Authors .They diſconered 

- their Gueſts tobe Gods by the wines repleniſhing of it ſelfe inthe cup , - as often as 
emptied, and fall to adoration . Sowpon the miraculons cure of the Criple , the 
Lyſtrians cryed out that the Gods were come downe amongſt them in the likeneſſe 
of men:calling Barnabas, Iupiter,and Paule,Mercury ,in regard of his eloquution: 

. who might hane robbed thofe Gods of their honours, and by the \ 05 ans of 
their owne Prieſts, if they would hae conſented. But thu our fablewas devizedtu 
 dlterre from inhumanity, and perſwade to hoſpitality : when the diſguized Gods 
mot ſeildome converſe with men and in recompence of their charity and devotion, 
ſnatch them from a generall deſtruttion. Which may be alluded (if rather not ta- 
ken from thence, ) to the hiſtory of Lot. Lot received two Angels, and Philemon 
twq Gods (by the reſt of the cittizens vnetvily imtreated)in the _ of men.and 
feaſted them in their houſes. The Angels revealed themſelues to the one, and the 
Gods tothe other, together withthetr intentions of deſtroying thoſe places for the 
impiet; of the inhabitants. The Angels conducted old Lot and hu wife fo So- 
dom; ſo _ Gods old Philemon and Baucis; that they might not periſh with 
the reſt of their citizens : The ſite of Sodom, the towne being burnt with fier from 
heauen, was turned into a lake; and ſo was this Phrigian Cit ty: the names of Gods 
and Angels confounded by the Poets, held the miniſters to that __ Power, 
their father and diretor. But the fittion proceedeth? declaring their poore 
cottage was only preſerves and changed by the remunerating Gods into a gloriow 
Temple. As the body is the Temple to 4 eirmean/enly ſo ts that houſe to the body, 
where religion and piety is exerciſed. The Gods bid them .acke what they would: 
who, aſter a ſhort conſultation, deſire that they might haue the cuſtody and during 
their lines line as prieſt s in that Temple: which is, not to change their contented 
Conditiongbut to ſpend their old age at home,as inthe temple of the Gods in praier, 
and devotion. As thus part of ny JOE was full of zeale;ſowas the followine of 
mutual affetion: That ſince they had lined ener lovingly together they might to- 
gether dye, nor either ſurvine to griene for the other.

who contemned the Gods , nor ever-ſacrificed on their Altars : whonow had cat 
downe the ſacred Groue of Ceres: For Growes were ever conſerratedby the Anci- 
ent to ſome Deitie or other -$ecauſe ſuch Jhadh and delightful places affetted the 
minde,and redacedit toſequiftred comttmplations ; compoſing the thoughts , and 
infiring a ſecret propenſity to devotion, begetting an apprehenſion of fome latent 
and inviſible Power. Inevery good aith Seneca,there inhabits a God ; but 
what God is vncertaine. tehron a thick Groue, adorned with ancient 
trees of vnuſuall hight;zwhigh depriue thee of the fight of heauen with their in-

bowers of their Idols: exclaimed againſt by the Prophets, & hewen downe by the; 
beſt Princes. Tet continued in ſucheſtimation among the heatheny hat to offer them 
any violence was reputed a facriledge ſd fearefull , as would inſtantly draw downe 
the divine vengeance: as here exemplified in Eriſichthon ; who not onely wiolated 
the Groue of een , but laid theaxeto the root of that ſtately Oke which was in 
particular conſecrated vnto her, and, as appeareth, gaue Oracles like that of Do.

durance. But nolife canbe added to this figure of Famine here painted by our Po. 
et: who now breathes her venome into the bowels of ſleeping Erifichthon 5 who 
dreames of eating and chawes the ayre with his labouring iawes. Awake1 with hun. 
 ger,by feeding he increaſet h hu appetite, and conſumes his whole patrimony on his 
belly. Wood of 'Hollingborne in Kent would haue ſtaru'd him ſooner had hee 
beene of hu family :who being a landed man,and a true labourer,could hardly com- 
paſſe better food thenthe liners of Bullocks.He hath devoured at one meale as much 
6 Was provided for twenty men. I haue heard thoſe ſay that knew him, how he eat 
4ivhole hog at a ſitting- and at another time thirty dozen of pigeons. Now begeer- 
ly Erifichthon, having conſumed all but his hunger,was forced toſell his daughter 
for food: who often deceauing her ſeverall Maſters by the changing of her ſhape,re- 
turned againe; and ſo for awhile prolonzgd the life of her ape father. But 
that not $2499505 pu dewvours hrs.qwne fleſh ; and feeds his bo 9 by deminiſhing it. 
_ Erifichthons ſaid to haue beene a pPodigall Glutton, and by his vaſt expences to 
hane reduced himſelfe unto beggery ; inſomuch as hee was glad toproſtitute his 
#ughter for his ſuſtenance: who hadhorſes,oxen,, ſheepe, and the like proviſions, 
given her by her Lovers: wherevpon it was reported ſcoffingly , that Metra wa:

This Neflus was one of thoſe who 
fed fromthe Battaile betweene the Centaures and the Laperhites, ( which is in 
the twelfe booke related by Neſtor) where in Hercules was 4% gar aativgh | 
now contrary to humane policy , gines credit to areconciled enemy , wherein an 
Italian wonldpener hane offended , who rather hate whom they hauc iniured , a 
ever ſuſpeiting them.

Or, accgrdins to 


Diodorus,that they ſacrifizedonely redoxen and red-hair'd men to the ſoule of 


Olyris, for that Tiphon #1s brother, who ſlew him, had his haire of that coloure. 
Inſomuch that Fgyprt haueing few redd-heads, and other countryes many it was 
reported that he ſacrificed flrangers at the tombof Olyris : the cruelty rather 
proceeding from that inhumane cuſtome.Yet was he a wicked Tyrant ; of whom 
that Country w.ts delinered by Hercules. He i held to be that king of Agipt; who 
who ſogrievdhſly oppreſſed the 1ſraelites: and the author of that inhumane Edit 


of drowning their male-children ; whence aroſe the tradition of his ſacrificing 


ftrangers-+ his daughter ſuppoſed ro be the ſame who foitered Moles . Reinecius 
proxes that he was a king of 4 ueid Famely , who vſurped that crowne: as intima- 
 tedby this text in Exodus, Thicre atole anew king,who knew not Toſeph.

Geryon was a Prince of Spaine, - 4s great in power asin riches, who i*fained 
to haue ha1 three heads if ſo to haue be not impoſſible. For ſome Hiſtorians haue 
written of the like: and one abated, this land inthe munory almoſt of the living 
hath exhibited an vncontrolable example ; which I will inſert for the rarenc(]e, 
: Thu Monſter was below the-waſt an ordinary man ; but had aboue to bodys of 
®#Y ' exadt proportion, and exery limme of vigonr and vſc. King Tames the foxthtooke 
| an eſpeciall care of his education and inſtruttion: but cheifely in muſick , where ia 
he became moſt excellent ,as in diners languages. In theſe two boyes were two dif. 
ferent wills: ſometimes they would bitterly contend in argument , ſometimes fail 
_ together by the eares, and often conſult about therr common wvtility .  But,what 
mpre memorable , both undey the nanil were ſenſible of one hurt ,but neither aboxe 
felt the ang1ſh of the other: which was int heir death more apparent. For the one 
body dying many dayes before the other , the ſurviner pined away with the ſtench 
' thereof. This Monſter lined eyght and twenty yeares, and dyed when lone was Re- 
gent in Scotland. Which Thaue writ, ſairh Buchanan,with the greater confi. 
 dence,inthat yer many liue of honeſt reputation, who haue ſeene it. But the tri- 
ple fieure of Geryon was fainedof three brethren,vho gouerned the three Ilands, 
Matorca, Minorca,and Y vicawith ſuch unanimity, as if they hid all but one mit: 
wherevpon Geryon the eldeſt was ſaid to hane three heads to one body: - by their 
concord, mutual counſell, andaſiſtance, becomming both wealthy and formidable. 
With the like union the Scribonian brethren gonerned the Y pper and the Lower 
Germany: vntill Nero growing zealous of their greatnes, they were both accuſed: 
when by opening their owne veines they dyed together. So the other mere abaiteto 
the auarice, and a ſpur to the valour of Hercules : who diſpoſſeſt them by force of 
armes.and bore away their ſubſftance.Palephates will have this fiction to zrow from 
his dwelling in Tricarenia (a citty on the Euxian Sea) which ſiomfies three- 
headed.others allude it to the three ſoules in man,the vegetatine,the [en{itineand 
T7 . rationall:as concord to theanmber of three,and ftreneth tothe triangulay firure.

with him. Here vpon grew the fable of Hercules deſcent into Hell, andof hes drag. 
omg the Hel-houndthence: Molcſſus ordinarily called Hell, inthat it lyeth weſ 


of Artica and Bxotiaz whereof we hane formexly rendred the reaſon. Now Cerbe- + 


rus was after ſtolwe by the procurement of 4 noble man of Mycena, and ſhut vp 
with diuers bitches inthe caue of mount Tenarus; where of Hercules haning in- 
telligence fetcht him from thence: vpon this it was fained that he drag'd him from 
- Hell through that Caue, the ſuppoſed infernall paſſage . From hence we may col- 
'Lett;that the reaſon and virtue of the Mind, which « Hercules ſubdues all vice 
 andbaſe earthly affefions (Cerberus being taken for the Earth) but eſpecially 
Gluttony (his name importing a devourer of fleſh) .which is ſaid to haue three 
heads of his triple deſires, conſiſting in the ſuper fluity Tfquantity, of the expence 
of time, and pleaſing of the Palat . All which are ſuppreſſe 
oner redeemes from Hell whatſoener is captizated by the minds 7 tied: 
The Cretan Bull repreſenteth the Cretan Generall Taurus; Paſipha 
hart. 4 cruel enemy to the Athenians: whom Hercules 7anquiſhed (not 'with out 
the connivence of Minos who mortally hated him(and brought into Peloponeſus: 
which alſo allegorically declares the conqueſt oner brutiſh affettions.

The Stymphalides were birds ſo called of a lake in Arcadia, whith they chiefly 
frequented: chaſed away by Hercules, partly wit h his artowes,; and partly with the 
ſound of a brazen Cimball which was ginen him by Pallas: A greeay and filthy 
foule which fed pon mans-fleſh : killing men with their feathers which they ſhot 
from their bodies as they flew; or poyſoning them with the ſtench of their 0rgure. 
Alluding to the avarice and filthy —— of Harlots who devoure the ſub;tance, 


pollute the fame,and infel1 the bodyes of their deſperate lowers. Such therefore are 


tobe chaſed away with thearrowes , or indignation, of Virtue? But e ectally 
by Minerva's Cimball, divine inſtructions, and precepts of Phi which pene- 
trate the eare like the ſoundof a Trumpet. Nor arethey wptptly ſaid to be man-ea- 
. ters, who ſuck their bloodlike leeches; and devinze thim like the rauenous La- 
mix. But hiftorically the Stymphalides are taken foytheeues who forraged that

managing couragious horſes , expert themſelnes,and inſtructing their daughter; 
in military exerciſes. For during two months in the ſpring they accompanied with 
their neighbours; and whenthey were aclinered , ſent back the male iſſue 10 their 
fathers: ſearing the right breſt of the femals ( from whence they tooke their dens.

This ſome 
haxe referred to the influence of the flarrs , portending Empire to the one by their 
fortunate Aſpetts and Comunttions in his pony : and glory by their different 
diſpoſitions to theother, to be attained with much labowy and danger: and becauſe 
theſe ſecretly wor ke according to the quality and inclination of the Aire, the food 
of our Spirits, which we firſt x os in;they are therefore ſaid to be borne either ſooner 
or later by the favour or maleuslency of Iyno. But Lucina, the Preſident of Child. 
birth ( ſo called becauſe ſhe brings x 2. to light; as Ilithia by the Gracians, in 
that aftiſtant at the labours of women, being no other then the Moone, and expre(. 
ſing her operations in that king) precorrupted by Juno, i here ſaid by ſitting cros- 


-leg'd, knitting her fingers within onc an other ,and muttering of charnies to hing 


hindred Alcmena's delinery. Which in likelyhood hath a reference to the prattice 
of Witches in former ages;and per haps-not unprattiFedin ours:as well as the Gre. 
Cians and Frenchmen at t his day, by knitting a knot on a poyat, can diſable the 
bride-groome from touching the Bride. In Gaſconie called Nover | eguillerte;and 
prattiſed alwaiesat the mariage: which i of nolight regard, ſiuce by the Ctvill 
law it is puniſhable. If this be naturall, it muſt be referred to the imagination of 
him that tyed the poynt: which is conceawed to hane the leſſe affinity with witch.

The Gods demaund of Hebe the like reſtauration, which ſhe had beſtowed on 10- 
laus for their affected mortalls: whoſe tumult Tupiter compoſes, as not able him- 
ſelfe to revoke the youth of decrepit Minos: who formerly was feared by all;but now 
both feeble in body and mind,doth feare the aſpiring of youthful Milerus, the ſon of 
Apollo. but he to cleave his ſuſpition ( ſo adviſed by Iupiter) forſaketh Creer, 
and eretts Miletum in Afia: there marrying Cyane the daughter of the Meander. 
Tet this is not ſpoken by the Poet, as if Rivers could ingender men, but that thoſe 
men were begotten by ſuch, as left their names to theſe rivers, Cyane by Milerus 
at one burden had Caunus and Byblis, whoſe inceſtions loue to her brother is our 
preſent argument. Af ording neither allegory nor hiſtoricall allnſion : but line- 
ly di playing the impotency of Paſſion, and of 4 wickcdaffetion: inſtifying her 
owne vices by the example of great ones, who corrupt the world with a fatal c0n- 
tagion.T, beſe were their Gods; but in truth of _ Caine and his ſonns (as for-

ra. Acoſta makes almoſt the like deſcription of the Andcs in Peru . Others inter. 
pret Chimera for a cruell Pyrat of Lycta; whoſe ſhip had in her prow the figureof 
a Lyon, inthe midſt of a Goat andon her poope of a Serpent: whom Bcllercphon 
tooke with a Gally of ſuch ſwiftneſſe (by reaſon of the newly invented ſailes) that 
was called Pegaſus or the flying horſe; the ground of that fable, 

The fame of this monderfull change of Biblis would hane fild Creets hundred 
Cittyes,had not Pheſtos at that time produced a wonder of their owne.. For Ly. 
&us had charged his wife Telethula, now great with child, to kill , or expoſe it to 
the mercy of the Deſarts (a Cuſtome among the Grecians to thoſe , whom they 
would ot, or could not for their pouerty foſter) if ſo be it ſhould proue a daughter, 
But the Goddeſſe Ilis appeares wnto her in her ſleepe, and commannds the contrary. 
herc deſcribed with hornes, in that taken for the Moone, as the Moone for Ceres 
(of which we hane formerly ſpoken) and therefore crowned with the eares of Corne: 
accompaned with arable of Egyptian Gods. Barking Anubis, fained to haue the 


 headof a dogee, and ſo figured in his ſtatues _m__ I brought one out of fgype, 


ztaken out of the belly of an inbalmed body. This Annbis was ſaid to be the ſonne of 
Oſyris, who following his father in hu warres, gaue a dog for hu creſt; and there. 
fore worſhippedin that forme. But more probably Mercury,who came into Xgypt 
with Ifis, (then 10) and informed her in ſundry knowledges: Who by reaſon 0 J; 
ſagacity aud quick apprehenſion, was both ſo called aud cared. Bubaſtis is a nam: 
of Diana,adored by the Rgytians, a Citty and a province in Kgypt jo called, ta- 
ked alſo for I{is. Apis was a black oxe with awhite ſquare in his forehead, or on hi; 


right fide; his hornes reverſed likea Creſcent, as ſacred to the Moone or Ifis.When 


hedyed or was drowned by the Prieſts(for he was ſuffered to line but to ſuch atime) 
with much ſorrow ſeeking, and never ceaſing vntillthey had found an other in all 
reſpetts like the former. This beaſt they adored for a God, kept ſecretly in a Parke at 
Mamphis. When they led him abroad,he was wſhered by his prieſt in great ſolemni- 
ty, followed with ſtrange devotion by the multitu de ſelene reported, bel. 
lowing forth propheſies. Some derine the wor ſhipping of this Oxe from the inſtitn- 
tion of Ifis and Oſyris, in that ſo wſefull in tillage. It is recorded that Oſyris him-

pon the vulgar held that he was changed 1mo an Oxe;and worſhipped him tn that 
forme. But Plutarch writes how Olyris of old ſet wp certaine markes for the peo- 


plero meet at intheir devotion: carning on one the figure of a Dogg , on an other of 


a Serpent , ona third of an O xe 6. That theſe remaining ,and the reaſon why they 
were erected forgotten,they fell to worſhip the Signes them-ſelnes. Now Apis ſigni- 
fies a face, aud Serapis (the ſame with Apis) thehead of an Oxe : the very name 
which the Fathers vſe to expreſſe this Idolatry ; derined from the Agyptians to 


the Iſraclites, firſt ſet vp in the wilderneſſe,and after at Dan 42d Bethel by Iero- 


boanf. Some interpret the firſt inſtitution of the ſame to haue beene in memoryuof 
lolcphzwho by his providence relieved Egypr 1 the ſeauen years of famine: con- 
firmed by the teſt imonies of Suidas, Ruffinns,and others. For what fitter Embleme 
(ſaith a-moderne Author) to continue the remtmbrance of Joſeph (if it had not 
after pou an Idol) then an O xe,the true and\linely Hieroglyphick of an induſtri. 
075 hnsband-man; by whoſe care and induſtry their lines were preſerved? He who 
here us mentioned with hrs finger on his mouth was called Harpocrares, the God 
of Silence: intimating how ſacred myſteries were not to be divulged. Eſpecially 
this great one, that Olvris and Ifis were mortals whoſe ſepulcher was amongtheir 
Preiſts;but by no meanes to be diſcloſed tothe People , leaſt it ſhonlA flacken their 
deuotion : with all that the language of men concerning the Deity ſhould be re- 
ſerned and reverent. Ifis, aſfifted by Orus, Apollo hawing killed Typhon (who 
had ſlaine his brother Olyris, and ſcattered his lims about the country) ſought the 
reliques of her husband through out all Egypt ; with much ſorrow and lamenta- 
ton:who found and incloſed them in aſepulcher, ſurceaſing from thence forth to 
mourne: from whence this ceremony inthe ſearch of Apis proceeded.as that cuſtome 
- of the &gyprian Preiſts,$0 goe forth lamenting, and returne againe ſinging.Now 
liis a»d Olyris for teaching the Kgyptians agriculture were after their deaths by 
them Deified: Olyris adored in the Sunne,and Its in the Moone, becauſe heat and 
 moyſture doe procure fertility . This is alſo taken for the land of Egypt, in ant 
extraordinarily fruitefull:and is ſaid to monrne for the "off of Olyris;that 1s when 
the Sun is in the winter Tropick , the Earthbemg then diſrobed and barren . Wee 
will conclude with that ancient Inſcription onthe Colnmne of Us. T am Tfis ; the 
Queene of eAfZgypr,inſtrutted by Mercury. The lawes which I hauc made let

 'beginsto flow,and contagious ſickneſſes toceaſe, (which inthat ſeaſon in other. re. 
91985 is moſt ontragious) they attributed all thoſe notable benefits to the influence 
"of that ſtarre. and therefore wor ſhipped it vnder the name of Ifis. But how comes 
theAlpe into the traine of the &gyprtian Gods?T his deadly Serpent they alſo wor- 
ſhipped, as reſembling the Planet of the Sun; neuer growing old, and ſwiftly mou- 
ng without the inſtruments of motion.

Cofficus,acitti;enof Tildrita, Pontanus,who lived in the laſt Century, makes 
mention of a Fiſhermans wife of Caieta who ſodenly became a man , after ſhe had 
beene fourteene yeares married:of an other, called Emilia, the wife of Antonio 
Spenſa, a cittizen of Ebulano who married and begot children: and of athir4 
when ſhe had had 4 child. T hat in the time of Ferdinand King of Naples, Carolct- 
ta and Franciſca , the daughters of Lodovico Quarna of Salern,at fifteene yeares 
oldexchanged their ſexes. Montaigne reports that he ſaw by Vitry in France 
may , whom the Biſhop of Soylons had then in Confirmation, called Germai 
(knowne from her childhood to haue bin a woman, wntil the age of two and twenty, 
by all the inhabitants there about, and then named Mary ) well ſtrucken in yeares, 


and having a long beard who ſaid that ona time by ſtraining to oner-leap an other, 


he ſodenly felt thoſe parts to deſcend. And how at this day the Maidens of that 
Towne and Conntry haue a merry ſong,wherein they admoniſh one an other not 
70 leap too much for feare of the fortune of Mary German. Butit u with out ex- 


ample that a man at any time became a woman. From whence wemay derine this 


morall,that as it is prepoſterous in Nature , whichever aimes at perfettion, when 
men degenerate into effeminacy; ſo comtrarily commendable, when women aſpire to 


mahly wiſdome and fortitude.

totheadmirable temper of his ſword) retiredby night intd the ſuburbs, playing 
thereon, was torne in peeces by the dogs that gathered about him: imitating herein 
not his skill but his deſtiny. But the Soule of Orphcus deſcends into Elizuum; and 
now without feare of looſing reinioyes his Euridice. The ancient , ignorant of the 
true beatitude , conceined that the reward after death ( as now the Mahometans 
dor) conſiſted in the fruition of ſenſuall delights : andtherefore,the better to incite 
the minde vnto vertue,invented this fidtion of thoſe apps fields (perhaps derined 
from t he terreſtrial Paradice) thus deſcribed by Virgil.

vine religion. Theſe,abolijhed in all cinill Common-wealths,whereby t he authoy of 


emlltranſported to the ſalvages of Peru,and New Spaine:Where they folemnize x 


(ſaith Acoſta) their prin cipall times of devotion with drunkenneſle (procured:

. with Neprune;aſiſts Laomedon,for a propoſedreward,jn the ummuring of Troy, Neyroxe, 


The fable derined according to Herodotus from Laomedons imploying the trea- 
ſure, which had beene offered 18 Apollo and Neptune, in the building of the walls 
of his Citty. $0 Nero robbed the temples at Rome (as thoſe of Greece, not only of 
their gifts, but of the golden 1dolls to whom they were conſecrated ) to rebuild 


 theCitty, ſet on fire by his appointment. But the treaſure not reſtored by I.aome- * 


don, it was faigned that Neptune ſurrounded his Conntry, and commanded the 
expoſure of his dau ghtey Hefionc, to be devoured by a whale. Palephatus worl{ 
hage this a King of that name, who powerfull by ſea, made many incurſions vpoy 
the Coaſts ef Phrygia, and tooke away,with ther wealth, their daughters among 
whom Hclione, delinered ſoone after by Hercules. Incenſed in that Laomedon 
denied him thepromiſed horſes, he ſackt his City, and gave his daughter to Te- 
' lamon, by whom he had Aiax and Teucer. From hence we may produce this alle. 
gory; that no commonwealth or Citty can be raiſed but by the divine aſiſtance; or 
continue without religion, inſtice and performance of promiſe; which violated, is 

the cauſe if not of vttey ruine,of infimte calamities,Plutarch obſerues that Troy 
was thrice ruinated by horſes: Firſt by theſe withheld from Hercules through the 
periury of Laomedon , next by the Epean horſe and treachery of Sinon;aud laſtly 
by a horſe which ſtood in the Port (the ſame periury purſuing them) inſomuch as 
they could not ſhut their gates ſoone enough, againſt the ſudden ſurpriſe of Cha.

The felicities of Pcleus were eclipſed by the murder of his brother. Phocas , 
whom he flew,as it were by chance,jn Throw me the Stont,ut t he games of the Fiue 
Excrcilcs;e:ther to gratfie his mother; for Phocas mus t he ſonne of AAcus by an. 
other; or envying him,in that more reſpetted by his father for his virtues. Expul. 
{ed for thrs he fle4 vnto Trachis, a citty at the foot of the mountaine OEtus,where 
peaceable Ccyx,the ſonne of Lucifer then raigned, by whom hee was bountifully 

receaued;though penſine at that time for the ſlaughter of Chione his Neece,and the 
Chionc. wonderfull fate of his warlike brother Dedalion. This Chione , ſo called for her 
beauty,was got with child by Mercury, and againe thenight following by Apollo, 
which ſeemes to diſſent from the old philoſophy ,and opinon of the ancients: yet i, 
by the diſl ant births of diucrs, not rarely confirmed.

 ſelfe to be called Tupnter, and his wife Alcyone Tuno; for which by the dtnine wen.

| A crearure,ſa/th Pliny ordained by Nature to fentincll the night and rouſe vp | o 
mortalls ro their labours; by which in their Hierogliphicks they preſente4 Vig- 
lancy. It is feigned that Alecrion (which ſignifies a Cock )was a youth beloued by 
- Mars,and conſcious to his adultery with Venus 3 who accuſtomedto watch at the 
© doore,and gine notice if any approached: but falling on atime afleepe,they were diſ- 
conered by the Sun,and caught ina net by Vulcan; for which angry Mars couney. 
ted him into a Fowlewitha Creſt on his Crowne , repreſenting his Helmet , who 
mindfull of his former neg let, continually crowes before the Sunnes vp-riſe , leaſt \ 
he ſhould take any one tardy. But the Cock was ſacred vnto Mars in that ſo conra- 
gious a Bird, and the Swille,a martiall people,as heretofore, ſv now-when they coe 
z0 the warres haue them alwaies in thety pavilions.It is generally belieued,that the 
Cock crowes thrice,and thoſe at ſet times, in the night:which Scaliger condemnes 
by his experience for fittitious. But to omitother reaſons of his nightly-crowing, as 
that of his burning deſire unto Venus, all creatures haue in their kinde 1 peculiar 
mſtinet proceeding from their quality and temperature : ſo thata Cock,being ex- 
traordinary hot and of a quicke digeſture , awakens alwates about mid-night with 
hunger, at whichtime he crowes & claps his wings out ofthe inſtin#t of his phan- 
taſie.No Dog ſollicitous for his Mafters ſafety(& therefore the ſymbol of fidelity Y 
was here heard to barke : or more wakefull gooſe to gagele; by whoſe clamonr rog..

' curſ1on of the ſpirits in the braine(the ſpirits being the Chariot of the ſoule) which 

follow concoction,when the blood is leaſt troubled, e&the phantaſy uninterrupted by 

aſcending vapors.Theſe our Voet divides into three ind:the one imitating the Ra. 

tronall,the other the Animall,ey the third the inanimate :the firſt called Morpheus, 

which ſignifies Forme;the ſecond Icelos by the Gods,which is ſumilitude;but Phobe. 

tor or Feafe,by mortalls,in regard of the terrors apprehended by beaſts & Monſters: 

: | > the laſt Phantaſius, of the Imagination. And as the cogitation; of Princes farre 

| differ fro thoſe of the vulgar,ſo ther dreams are vnuulgarty different. But Sleepe 
| among a thouſand of his ſons (for ſleepe us the parent of dreames ) makes choice of 
Morpheus zo per forme the command of Tuno; who ſo lively preſents her drowned 
husband to Alcione, that ſhee weepes in her fleepe,and « wakened by her owne ſcree- 
ches; proceeding from an appetite of expelling that which ſuddenly ſtriketh our ſpi- 
rits. We dreame of thoſe things for the maſt part which wee moſt thinke of waking. 
And as fleepe was created to recreate the body, and free the minde from care for 4 
ſeaſon: ſo, dreames-ave oft ſent toterrify the guilty, to confirme the good, ana were 
not ſeldome propheticall. Tet (uch divine renelations were oftenimntated by ſpirits 
of darkeneſſe, to beget a ſuperſtition; which in the end ſo increaſed, that Ariſtides 
compiled an Ephemerides of his owne dreames,and Mithridates of thoſe of hus con- 
 eubines.' But the Romans finding the inconveniences thereof (becauſe all dreames 
without diſtinftion of cauſes were drawne to diuination) forbad the ſame by a pub- 
lique decree. Wee read that Alexander was taught 4 cnre in his dreame for Prolo- 
mues wound, being made by a poyſoned weapon: and Antoniusa remedy for two 
grienous diſeaſes. Saint Auguſtine reports how a Millanoiſe, being demanded 4 
debt already paid, was told by his dead father in a dreame where the acquittance 
lay. And here our Alcyone 1s in her fleepe preſented withthe fate of her husband; 

whoſe floating Corps hh beholds the day following.

Her ſonne by Tyrhonius the brother of Priamus , whom the inamoured 
Coddeſſetooke to her husband , ana ohtained for him immortality from Tupner, 
Notwithſtanding growing old and decrepit ſhe loathed his bed , the cauſe why ſhe 
1riſeth ſotimely. Which fable ſignifieth pleaſure ſo affeted in the morning and 
prime of our youth,that we make it our only darling , aeſire a perpetuity thereof, 
and how to ingroſſe it to our ſelues-: forget full of that ſactety & tediouſneſie, which

led an army from Athiopia vnto Troy: inſuccour of his wukle. Perhaps ſuppoſed 


| an Mthiopian in _ of his complexton. But as others write hee ratened iy 


Sula a Citty of Peri1a: who inthat he came from the Eaſt ,vas ſaidto bee the ſonne 
of the morning. For Arianus reports that Alexander incountred with blacke men 
mn thoſe countries. And ſuch I verily beleene were the. Euſſites , who inhabited 
thereabout(I knowe not by what naturall cauſe or oo rall indgement)who af. 
ter remoued into Athiopia. For it can be neither the ſoyle nor feruor of the Sunne 
which produceth that colour: ſince it is well knowne that black men dwel on the one 
ſide the riner Niger and tawnie onthe other. Neither are there any Negro's but of 
that race in the Y niuerſe. Who though they change their clime,never * 6 ther 
complexions,if unmixed with others. Notwithſtanding it is to bee ſuppoſeil that 
Memnon.extended his conqueſts as farre .as Ethiopia for it is written that hee 
vowed his haire vnto Nilus,when he ſhould returne fromthe Troian warre. And 
neere Agvptian Thebes 2 the groue of Serapis,he had his miraculous ſtatue, (it- 
ting and conſiſting ofa hard darke marble: made with ſuch admirable art ; that | 
when the riſing (un caſt his beames thercon, it would render a mournfull ſound, & 
alute as it were his approching mother: which Tacitus reporteth(as 4 wounder & 
n0 fable) to hauebeene ſcene by Germanicus at his being in Agypt. Neither is 
this muchto be doubted if we but conſider the wonderfull skill of the &gyprians : 
Nox wnlike or leſſe to-be admired, is that experiment of Cornelius Dribles , who 
without touching of a key,by the cooperating rayes of the Sun, will play onthe Yir- 
gnalls, Now Tupiter , 1# honour of: Memnon , connerts the ſparkles into Fowle 
which aſcends from his funerall Pile ;who fly oner his aſhes , and teare one another 
with miſerable ſchreeches : in the ſame ſort yearelyſolemnizing his exequies. The 
fable derined from. a kinde of birds,black of colour with crooked beakes & hooked 
talons, who at acertaine ſeaſon flockets thoſe parts. that neighbour his ſepul = ;

Alluding alſo 
to the cuſtome of thee Eaſterne Countries where the neereſt ſeruants. nd fauorites 
of Princes, hauing compaſſed wy 6/104 Pile with howlings and lamentations, 
threw themſelues into the fire, that they might bee ready in another world to giue 
their attendance. So farther Eaſt, the wines ofthe Indians would eagerly contend 
for the honous of burning themſelues with their dead husbands : performed with 
great alacrity and triumph : nor out of uſe in thoſe parts at thus day, if wee may gt- 
 wecredit to Linſcot andthe relation of others. The whole fable of Memnon per- 
haps e xpreſſeth the lamented ends of ſuch hopefull youths, as had poſſest the world 
with high expettation. W ho like the ſons of the Mornine, elated with empty and 
externall apparances attempt what ts aboue their abilities RY and inconn- 
tring with thoſe valiant Hero&s,by whoſe ods of ſtrength they fall,and extinguiſh, 
whoſe deaths are accompanied with great commiſeration. For nothing in humane 
deſtiny is more deplerall , or ſo powerfully workes vpon our compaſs1on-, as when 
budding virtue 1 cropt by an untimely accident. For the firſt a # man neither 
elnis with ſatiety , nor laſts to bee enuied; which might lenify ſorrow at their 
deaths, or moderate pitty. Wherefore griefe and lamentation, not onely liketheſe 
funerall birds fly about their Tiles; but continue and propagate : eſpecially when re- 
nued iy our deſiyes,as by the rayes of the morning Sun, through new occaſions,no-

derab Alcxandro)from being 4 K1ng,e Prieſt,and a Philoſopher. And Tulius Cz- 
lar, the High-Prieſt obtaining the Empire; that off ice with the other was ever af- 
ter united in the perſon of the Emperour,vntill Gratian caſt off both the name and 
attire as contrary to the profeſſion ofa Chriſtian... Annius relates the change of 
hu foure daughters, who could turne whatſoeaer they handled into Corne , Wine 


or Oyle, and for that cauſe were ſurpriſed by Agamemnonto ſuſtaine his Army, 


but by being conuerted into D oues,they auoyded their durance. This Annius was 
a careful and promadent Prince in promiding for his family, and his daughters a 
frugallin diſpoſing ; whereupon it was feigned, how all that they toucht connerted

 riage of Hermione the daughter of 'Menelaus, gave Andromache to Helenus, 


who ſucceeded him in a part of his K ingdome,(Pyrrhus being murdered by his ri- 
wall Oreſtes before the Altar of Apollo) which he called Chaonia of his brother . 
Chaone,whom hee had formerly ſlaine accedentally : ſo called he the Citty. Troy, 
and the riner Simois, in memorial of his natiue Country. Aneas informed by 


' him of his future aff aires, puts againe to Sea: and after a few days ſailing, t hruſts 


1nto the ſtreights of Tancle, now called Meſſena. 07 the left hand !ay Charibdis : 
once, as they fable , a rauenous woman , ſtruck with lightning by Tupiter , and 
throwne into the Sea for ſtealing Hercules Oxen,.

expelled for on e fled with afew of her women tntoltaly ; ſeating hey 


ſelfe on a little 1landin the Tyrrhen ſea;now ioyning to. the continent , and called 


at this day by her name. A.famous inchantreſſe; and slalfull in all magical! {imples; 
who luſt full by natureor the revenge of Venus,for her fathers deteffing her adul- 
tery,endeawvours to divert the affections of Glaucus to her ſelfe from Scylla. But 
.. failing,and full of indrenation,infetts the bay”, by the Nymph frequented with her 
charmed poyſons : wherein Scylla bathing ,comtracts that monſtrous deformity;her 
loynes invironed with howling Wolues and barking dogs , now apart of her body , 
deſtroying all that came neere her. Scylla repreſents a irgin, who as long as chaſt 
in thought , andin body wnſpotted , appeares of an excellent beauty , attracting all 
eyes pon her,and wounding the Gods themſelues with affection. But once pollu- 
ted with the ſorcertes of Circe; that is, hauins rendred her maiden hononr to bee 
deflowred by bewitching pleaſure,ſhe s trahsformed to an horrid monſter. And 
not ſo only but endeavours to ſhipwracke others (ſuch is 15e envy of infamous wo. 

men)vponthoſe ruining rotks,aud make them ſhare in the ſame calamities. That

The Iland where ſhe 
was ſuppoſed to dwell was called Ama, which « an ingeminationof ſorrow, for the 
diſeaſes and compl aints of the Creature, who by the waſted ſtrength of their natu-. 
rall compoſitions , are afflitted with ſundry diſeaſes. Tet Vlyſles could not looſe 
bis ſhape with the reſt, who being fortifyed by an immortal power, was not ſubiett 
ts mutation. For the divine & celeſtial ſoule; ſubſiſting through the — of 
the Creator, can by ne aſſault of nature be violated, nor can that bee connertedinto

But the hiſtory jwo- 
ceeds,and declares how Daunus , hanine his kingdome afflifted with famine 1n- 
quired the cauſe of the Oracle, who anſwered how it proceeded partly from the im. 
 precations of Diomed*(perhaps in that he rewarded his ſervice with ſo barres a 
. poſieſiion) but chiefly from the wrath of Venus. Wherevpon Daunus, watching hi; 
opportunit y,cut off his head,and overthrew hts ſtatues , as a man deteſted by the 
Gods,andto his benefattor ungratefull,whoafter was intombed in the 1land and 
honoured with atemple as aforeſaid. By this ſtory we may contemplate the on4- 
voidable vengeance, which proſecutes ſuch as are elated with the glory of their 
ations to that hight of arrogance,as to fight with the Gods themſclues, &> wound 
them as it were with their inſolency,when by how much the greater our proſper ity, 
by ſo much the more ſhould onr gratitude and adoration increaſe for therr bou;,.

us, Aſcanius ſong contented with the Sacerdotal{ dignity , from whom the family 
of the Iulij deſcended, the occaſion that Iulius Czar was ſo ambitious of the high 


Prieſthood. Latinus (to follow our Author, for the Catalogue of the Alban Kings 


doe not alittle differ) ſucceeded Silvius;then Epitus, Capys,.Capetus , Tyberi- 
nus ( whoſe deſtiny gaue a4 name vnto Tiber ) Renwlus , Acrota, Aventine , and

antiquitie made not only Gods of whatſoeuer was to life beneficiall,but enen of their 
paſſions ,affettzons vertues & vices)whochanging himſelfe, to purchaſe acces into 
ſundry ſbapes,at length becomes his owne bawd in the ſhape of anold woman: And to

 mullifie her the more elates the tory of Tphis,who hang'd himſelfe for the lane of 


Anaxarecte, converted into a ſtatue ll one for her cruelty ; By which is preſented 
ment of arrogancy, 4s'in Iphis,the miſeries of 

reiefted loue,with the deſperate conſequences , hapnin eſpecially to thoſe who are 

naturally melancholy. For though loue with much difficulty enters into the hearts 

of ſuch,yet entred once, he for ener keepes his poſſeſſion: Theſs 

not ſeldome haſten their p deſtinies.

7 
thereby to cut off all his poſterity. But Ta bare two ſonnes at abirth , begotten, a5 
pretended,by Mars,to cloake her inconſt ancy: for to conceaue by a God was cony. 
ted an honour. Amulius gane in charge that the twins ſhould be drowned, and [l; 
buried aliue according to the law,in that ſhe had violated her vow of chaſtity, Bu; © 
ſhe was _— at the interceſuonof Antho,daxehter to the Tyrant , and her ſon; 
preſerned by the relenting executioners; who were nouriſhed, as was [11d, by a 
IVolfe; whereof there arc many ſtatues at this day extant: but, as ſome will hane ;;, 
by a harlot thewife of Fauſtulus;calfed Lupa by rhe Latines,as their vatting hoy. 
ſes Lupanaria. But why might not aWolfe gine them,as a Bitch gaue ſucke vio 
Cyrus; being both one creature and differing 1n nothing but the tameneſſe of the * 
one and wildneſſe of the other? For thoſe fierce Maſtines carried by ihe Spaniard 
into the Weſt Indies,to bunt and worry the Natines: turning after wild, became 
Wolnes,and preyed wpon the Cattle of their retetted maſters, 11% 1t is ordinary 
at this day in ſome parts of France for Goats to ſuckle the children of thoſe poore 
women who either want milke; or hane other imploizzeats, which they doe with as 
great affettion and ſedulity,as if they were thetr owne Kids. Theſe brothers , the 
one called Romulus,and the other Remus , now men , and made acquainted with 
their originall: depoſed Amulius,and reſtored their Grandfather to li kingdome 
Romulus ſucceeded Numitor: who built a Citty on the bankes of Tiber , which of 
his owne name he called Rome, as his nation Romans. Now wanting wines, at ; 
ſolemne ſhew they ſurpriſe the daughters of the Sabines , their neighbors ( like 
thoſe two hundred Beniamitcs , who ſtole the daughters of Shiloh,agreeable rs \ 
thoſe lawleſſe times zand perhaps by neceſ#ity inſtifiable ) the original of a mortall _ 
warre. The Sabins led by Tatius, tooke the fort of Tarpeia through the treaſon of 
the Governours daighter ,upo promiſe to receaue what they wore on their left armes 
for her reward, ſhe meaning their bracelets of gold; which they not onely gane hey, 

SrarAmrs, Pur threw their ſhields wpon her (a part of the bargaine)and ſopreſt her to atath, 

7 © From thenceby night the Sabines attempted to hane entred the Citty , but were 

repulſed by the late cold ſprings , now guſhing ſulphurous and [calling waters, 

which over flowed by the temple of lanus. This fable hath relation to an order of 
ſouldiers, initiated with cert aine ceremoniors ſuperſtitions at the Lake of Vadi- 
 monius,which boyledwith brimftone,who ſally:ng that -night out of Port Ianua- 
lis,repulſed the enimy. But Macrobius reports it thus out of Varro. The Ro. 
mans,inthe Sabine warres commenced for the raviſhed Virgins, niade haſte to 
ſhuragare arthe foor of Mons Yiminalis(calledatter Ianualis of theeuent ) rhe 
enimie falling on that quarter z which as oftcn as they ſhut it, of it ſelte flew 0- 
. penz wherevpon they there placed a ſtrong guard to defend it. While in ano. 

\ therpartthe battle was fought with _ fury,a ſudden rumour aroſe, that Ta- 
2145 had overthrowne kay. theterrified Romans who kept that paſſage 
tooke themſclues to their heekes. When the Sabines were ready to enter , it 15 
reported that 4 mighty torrent ruſht through thar gate from the temple of 74- 
»«,whoſe ſcalding waters either burnt the enimy, or devoured them in their 
whirlepits. Wherevpon it was decreed, that inthe time of warre , the doore of 
Tan his Temple ſhould ſtand open,that the God might come forth to the ſuc- 
cour of the Citty. The Romans «nd Sabines, at length reconciled by the media. 
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tion of the women,became one nation , R omulus and Tatius governing together, Rowvzys., 
But Tatius being murdered by the Lavinians,for not righting their intur'd Em- Es 
baſſadors the other raigned alone, untill he was deified by Iupiter and carried b; 
| Mars his father into heauen,called perhaps his ſonnein that ſo eminent a ſouldi. 
er, Mars eſteemed the God of warre;for teaching men fi: ſt of all, how to arme; to. or- 
der battailes,and what elſe belongs to that great profeſs. Feare aud Terror, the 
names of his horſes which well comport with warres horrid encoumers, Phuarch 
writes that Romulus was begoiten by his vnkle Amulius : then diſguiſed in Ar- 
mour. ( and therefore ſaid to bee the ſonof Mars ) when hee ravi(hed his mother. 
which he did,not only to ſatisfie his luſt ſhe _ a woman of ſwrpaſiing beaut y,but 
to procure her deſtruttion,gs the heyre of his elder brother, the law congemning a 
defiled Veſtal to be buried aliue. Romulus was rumor'd to haue beene aſſumed by 
Mars into heauen;in that 4 ina ſudden tempeſt of lightning > thunder ( ſo per:- 
ſhed Strabo the father of Pompey; and the Emperours Anaſtaſius and Caius) as 
he was making an Oration to his army. But the inraged _w ſuſpedting ( which 
comes neerex the truth) that he was made away by the Lords of the Senate , who 
for his rigour to them,and too much indulgency tothe other, hewed him aſunder-in 
the Senate houſe , and conveyed him away in ſmall peeces under their long robes - 
(as the Senators of Nrichomene rid- themſelues of the Tyrant Pyliſtratus ) were *

They ay, ( faith Pliny ) I knowe not whether 
f:bulous or no,that there 1s but one of that kinde , and hee {eldome feene inthe 
world: of the bigneſle of an Eagle,glittering about the necke like gold, the reſt 
of his body purplc,his azure traine diſtinguiſht with roſecolour , and his head 
adorned with aplumy Ceronct: i# the reſt agreeing with our Author. Neither, 
ſaith Scaliger , 1s the Phoenix altogether fabulous : for ſuch wee read of inthe 
Commentarics ofthc Eaſt Indian Navigations; although they dilcreditthehi- 
ſtory with their annexcd fictions; as that his bill hath three ronnels , through 
which he makes a melodious ſound, imitated by the1nhabitants intheir vamu- 
ficall inſtruments. Tacitus writes how a Phenix was ſeent in Egypt in the raign 
of T yberius; Paulus Fabius, and Lucius Virelius then Conſuls. The firſt care of 
the young one is to war the old,;whotries his'ſtrengrth by carrying the ſtone 
Muccha, and after tranſporting his fathers corps to the Altar of the Sun, there 
facrificeth it vato himzto whom it is conſecrated.

 Hique Ceremonies (inventedta bridle the barbarows people) had [6 farre prevailed, 
as the antidote of his better doftrine , adminiftred out of his graue, which he had 
concealed as vnſeaſonable for that ruder age, had no power to expel! . Hee built 
Temples to the Gods but ereited no Images; not beleining that they were Corpo- 
rae to the eye apprehenſible.Hadthar cuſtome, ſaith Varro, continued, the 
Gods had beene worſhiped more purely. 0f which opinion were divers of the 
wiſeſt Heathen Law-gineys, THIS...

But as Plellus obfernes,their anſweres were ſtill delivered in 
a confuſed ſound , which could not be fully vnderſtood (as their, oracles elſewhere 
in words that admitted of feuerall conftrytti ons) to cover their deceipt and wucer- 
tainty:' From theſe this curious King is ſaidto hage receined thoſe ſuperſtitious 
lawes,which he gauetothe Romans. Mapy alſo in fprings themſelues ( as bebelike 
in this fountaine) did ſee aparitions of things to come . Paulanias makes mention 
of a wall in &gina by the Temple of Ceres, where t he ſick having ſacrificed,beheld 
 theendor continuance of their diſeaſes.

death, made reply: This buſhy haire doth not aime at me who am bald , but at 
. thecommer-like looke of the King of Parthia, But this appeared after the death 
of Tulius;ariſing at the eleaventh houre, and blaſing for ſeven dayes together, the 
people beleening that it was his ſoule aſſumed into Heauen,wherevpona ſtarre was 
ſet pon the Crowne of his ftatue; who decreed him divine honours, eretting to his 
ſervice Temples and Altars, placing his name inthe Zodiack, for ſe exattly con. 
forming the computation of the yeare to the courſeofthe ſunne, although inſenſi. 
bly.it hath gone awry. For the vernall eXquinoctiall, which at the Nicean coun- 
fill Anno Dom. 328.was vpon the one and twentieth of March, falls out in our vn. 
»corredted Tulian yeare on the tenth; becauſe of the Sunnes finiſhine his annuall + 
courſe, in three hundred threeſchore and fine dayes, and neere eleuen minutes leſſe

This deification of Caſar was 4 
 Cuſtome, which had beene diſcont inued ſrom the daies of Romulus. (who fatal!y 
met withthe ſame fortune in the Senate)but-maintained long after;the ſucceeding 
Prince firſt ſetting fire to the funerall Pile; when an Eagle was let out of the. high- 
eft turret to carry hw ſoule into heaven (whereof we haue formerly ſpoken) reputed 
and adored for 4 Godever after. And ſome of account was ſuborned to ſweare that * 
he ſaw him aſcend: as Proculusfor Romulus and Geminius for Drulilla, the lat- 
ter receining ſeauenthouſand and eight hundred pounds for reward. This cuſtome 
jerrmes/ hw 4 that even ſame of the Chriſtian Emperors ſo deified their fathers 
and Predeceſſors. Tulius joys to ſee hims ſelfe from heauen excelted by Ariguſtus; 
in whoſe tranſcendent praiſes,cy prayers for bu ſafety,our Poet concludetthis ad. 
mirable Poem now arrining at the end of his firſt intention. Nor ouervaluedin his 
propheticall raptuve, it having ſo long outlaſted the Roman empire, and his fare - 
ourftrexchedthe bounds of their Conqueſts,
